America Will Take Hand

ETCHMIADZIN, Armenia — Ar­ 
menia stills looks hopefully to the 
United Slates to take ail active part 
in the direction of the destinies of 
that distracted little country, the 
Armenian Catholicos said to The 
Associated Press correspondent re­ 
cently. 
Although the Catholicos admitted 
that 
Armenia 
tinder 
the 
Bolshe­ 
vik regime of Moscow had made 
considerable stride toward recovery, 
he condemned the European coun­ 
tr ie s in unsparing terms for what 
he termed their abandonment and 
betrayal ot Armenia to the bolshe­ 
viks. “If,” said he with great vigor 
and emotion, “we knew these coun­ 
tries were going to prove false to 
their 
promises 
to 
Armenia, 
we 
would not have made enemies cf 
our 
near neighbors, 
but 
friends. 
| We are now reaping the penalty 
i ol having opposed Russia, Turkey 
and 
our 
neighbors 
during 
the 
World War. Our independence is 
gone, our territories are dismem­ 
bered. our population is disunited, 
and half our people are dead,” 
“Was it fair, was it Christian,” 
continued His Holiness, “for the 
European states to throw us to the 
mercies of our enemies, after we 
had given tens of thousands of our 
young men to fight for the allies? 
America’s failure to accept the man­ 
date 
for 
Armenia 
under 
the 
League of Nations was also a bitter 
disappointment, but all Armenians 
know it was due in no way to tile 
American people,

BY USE OF POISON GAS 


MOOSEHEART, IIL, Oct. 
17. 
Another chapter 
in 
Mooseheait’s 
childhood conservation program was 
written when the 53,017 Ohio resi­ 
dents who are members 
of 
the 
Loyal Order of Moose presented to 
their supreme officials, headed by 
Secretary James J. Davis, five build­ 
ings costing«$250,000 to be erected 
here. 
Mooseheart is a city of childhood 
built and maintained by the Moose 
order, as a scliool-home-city for de­ 
pendent children of deceased mem­ 
bers of the order. 
The Ohio village will join what 
already is officially known as the 
F§nnsy*vania Baby village. It is the 
only one in which the inhabitants, 
except those taking care of them, 
are babies.

The Ohio buildings will be known 
as Ohio Plaza, into which will go 
the babies after they are too big 
and too old for the Baby Village. 
The Ohio Plaza will be of distinct 
Ohio architecture, and the central 
building will be a copy of the state 
capitol at Columbus. 
Thirty-nine new buildings are to 
be erected at Mooseheart, all to be 
donated by lodges and groups of 
lodges. These new buildings will 
cost about $1,500,000. Nearly $10,-

TACOMA, Wash., Oct. 
17.— A 
barrage of gas, combined with the 
use of poison, has eradicated the 
rabbits 
on Smith 
island, 
in the 
Straits of Juan de Fuca, the en­ 
trance to Puget Sound. The rabbits 
had become such a pest on the 
island that they were undermining 
the foundations of the government 
lighthouse and the naval radio com­ 
pass station there. Finally an appeal 
was made to the United States bi- 
ologicial survey and Leo K. Couch, 
in charge, of the work in this state, 
planned warfare against the rabbits, 
Thousands of them were killed in a 
week by calcium cyanide gas in­ 
troduced into their burrows and by 
poison put on apples. The gassing 
was done in the daytime. 
Mr. Couch has prepared data for 
the information of Australian offi­ 
cials. He believes the experiment 
may result in the eradication of the 
burrowing rabbits that are a pest 
in Australia.

WHI Work in United States

LONDON.—Two scholarships for 
English journalists, to bs known as 
the 
“Walter 
Page 
Scholarships,** 
have been founded by the English 
Speaking Union. They comprise a 
year’s visit to America for the study 
of life and politics of the country, 
and their value is about $2,500.

fungous trpubles that need chock­ 
ing In nearly all orchards, even if 
they are not very troublesom e. Cur­ 
ing a m ultitude of ills. as it does, 
we 
m ust 
consider that 
the 
lime- 
sulphur spray is an 
insurance.

may be applied at a season when 
work does not push, which makes 
it relatively 
cheaper.— Farm 
and 
Ranch.

Un­ 
der their contract with the state the 
Red Lake Indians, comprising about 
17,000 
men, women and children, 
I ave 
exclusive 
commercial 
fishing 
privileges 
on 
the 
lake, 
but 
they 
must sell all their catch to the state 
which has a packing plant there. 
Wall-eyed pike, considered to be 
the best selling fish on the market, 
com prises about 85 percent of the 
annual catch with the rest of the 
motley assortm ent including w hite­ 
fish, 
pickerel, 
perch, 
sheepheads. 
gold eyes, carp, buffalo and 
bull­ 
heads. 
To 
avoid 
catching 
the 
sm aller 
fish; the Indians are compelled to 
use nets with apertures at least two 
inches square. Som e of the Indians 
use blrcfy bark canoes, which they 
make 
them selves, 
and 
others 
use 
small motorboats.
